a nd then he died. Fred Justen p ro ved 
tha t he co uld eat almo st as much o f 
the limburger variety as Miller. He 
p ro bably will die. 
Jo hn Bray fleld 
made a very p o o r 
sho wing as an 
ea ter o f cheese and he is o nly des­ 
p erately sick. 
Such is the result o f a co ntest that 


When the co ntest was held each 
man had his o wn table, o n which was 
set a p o und o f limburger. Timekeep ­ 
ers and weighers were named, 
the 
audience gathered aro und the tables, 
and at a signal the rival cheese eat­ 
ers fell to . Bray field quit while abo ut 
a third o f his slab remained. Justen 
went a little farther. Miller, to make 
victo ry , struggled 
thro ugh to 
the 
crumbs and was carried away while 
his friends cheered. 
Next day all o f the three were in 
the hands o f p hy sicians. Miller’s case 
was the wo rst. It lo o ked like ap p en­ 
dicitis to the do cto rs, and they o p ­ 
erated. The o p eratio n did no go o d, 
and he died this mo rning. It 
w a s o n­ 
ly after his death that the do cto rs 
learned o f the cheese eating co ntest.

tive in co ngress fro m that district. 
He has p racticed befo re the bar in 
Stevenso n co unty fo r o ver 50 y ears. 
When first elected he served with 
General Garfield as a member o f the 
co mmittee o n banking and currency . 
Blaine was sp eaker. 
He was eight 
y ears y ears o n the 
co mmittee 
o f 
way s and means. 
When President 
Hay es came in o ffice he made Mr. 
Burchard a directo r o f the 
United 
States mint and he held the p lace un­ 
til sho rtly after Cleveland was el­ 
ected. Then, fo r a y ear, he was a 
member o f the co mmissio n to revise 
the revenue law's o f the state, having 
been ap p o inted by Oglesby . Later he 
was elected to membership in the 
Internatio nal 
Statistical 
institute 
which met at Ro me and which includ­ 
ed statisticians and writers o n eco n­ 
o mic questio ns o f the highest stand­ 
ard. At the co nclusio n o f his labo rs 
at Ro me he retturned to Freep o rt 
and resumed the p ractice o f law.
